The  President  read  his  annual  report  as  follows,  which  was 
received  and  held  for  proper  reference: 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Dear  Brethren: — Grace  and  Peace  and  Greeting!  Another  Sy nodi- 
cal year  has  come  to  its  close,  and  as  we  engage  in  the  work  of  this  the 
79th  Convention,  let  us  ask  God  for  the  wisdom  we  need  rightly  to  legis- 
late and  execute  measures  for  the  advancement  of  His  Kingdom.  We  owe 
devout  thanks  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  his  care  and  blessing  during 
the  year,  and  for  the  full  measure  of  success  with  which  He  has  crowned 
our  labors;  and  I  invoke  the  presence  of  His  Spirit,  to  guide  and  bless  us 
throughout  this  meeting.  May  we  all  enter  earnestly  and  faithfully  and 
diligently  upon  the  duties  which  now  demand  our  attention. 

On  January  9th,  1903,  our  beloved  brother,  Rev.  Karl  Boldt,  after  a 
painful  surgical  operation  for  appendicitis,  departed  this  life,  to  enter 
upon  the  rest  and  reward  of  the  righteous.  In  the  full  vigor  of  manhood, 
it  is  cause  for  much  sorrow,  that  his  useful  life,  both  in  the  pulpit  and 
Theological  Seminary,  should  have  been  cut  off  so  early.  On  February 
2nd,  I  appointed  Revs.  J.  W.  Horine,  W.  A.  C.  Mueller  and  J.  A.  B. 
Scherer,  Ph.D.,  a  committee  to  prepare  and  present  at  this  meeting,  a 
suitable  tribute  to  his  memory.

January  12,  1903,  Rev.  L.  P.  Boland  informed  me  that  he  had  accepted 
a  call  to  the  Graniteville  Pastorate  and  began  work  on  the  second  Sun- 
day in  February. 

January  21,  1903,  Rev.  J.  P.  Miller  informed  me  that  he  had  accepted 
a  call  to  Orangeburg,  service  to  begin  March  1.  He  was  installed  May 
24th  by  the  President,  assisted  by  Rev.  J.  A.  Morehead,  D.  D.,  of  the 
Theological  Seminary. 

January  27,  1903,  Rev.  H.  C.  Grossman  informed  me  that  he  had  closed 
his  labors  at  Orangeburg  and  Sumter,  and  had  entered  upon  his  duties 
in  the  Olympia  Mill  District  January  1 

May  7,  1903,  Rev.  C.  A.  Freed  informed  me  that  he  had  accepted  a  call 
to  Ebenezer,  Columbia,  and  of  his  entrance  upon  the  work  April  26  He 
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was  installed  June  21,  by  the  President,  assisted  by  Rev.  W.  H.  Greever. 

May  13,  1903,  Rev.  C.  Koerner  informed  me  of  his  acceptance  of  the 
call  extended  him  by  St.  Johannes,  Charleston,  and  his  entrance  upon  the 
work  May  1.  He  was  installed  by  Rev.  M.  G.  G.  Scherer,  D.  D.,  May  24, 
assisted  by  Rev.  W.  A.  C.  Mueller,  Who  delivered  the  charge  to  the  Pastor 
in  German,  and  Rev.  J.  A.  B.  Scherer,  Ph.D.,  who  delivered  the  charge 
to  the  congregation. 

June  28,  1903,  Rev.  J.  J.  Long  informed  me  that  he  had  resigned  the 
Newberry  Pastorate,  to  take  effect  at  this  meeting  of  Synod,  and  that  he 
had  accepted  a  call  to  the  Bethlehem  Pastorate. 

July  12,  1903,  Rev.  J.  G.  Schaid  informed  me  that  he  had  resigned  St. 
John's,  Walhalla. 

August  19,  1903,  Rev.  R.  E.  Livingston  informed  me  that  he  had  re- 
signed the  Sandy  Run  Pastorate,  to  take  effect  at  this  meeting  of  Synod, 
and  that  he  had  accepted  a  call  to  the  Newberry  Pastorate. 

August  24,  1903,  Rev.  H.  A.  McCullough  informed  me  that  he  had  re- 
signed the  St.  Matthew's  Parish,  the  same  to  take  effect  at  this  meeting 
of  Synod. 

September  11,  1903,  Rev.  S.  P.  Koon  informed  me  that  he  had  accepted 
a  call  to  St.  Luke's  and  would  enter  upon  his  work  the  first  Sunday  in 
November. 

September  12,  1903,  Rev.  J.  D.  Shealy  informed  me  that  he  had  re- 
signed the  Bethlehem  Pastorate,  to  take  effect  at  this  meeting  of  Synod, 
and  that  he  had  accepted  a  call  to  the  Union  Pastorate. 

October  12,  1903,  Rev.  J.  D.  Kinard  informed  me  that  he  had  resigned 
the  Leesville  Pastorate,  to  take  effect  at  this  meeting  of  Synod,  and  that 
he  had  accepted  a  call  to  St.  Matthew's  Parish. 

November  3,  1903,  Rev.  H.  C.  Grossman  informed  me  that  he  had  re- 
signed the  Mill  District  Mission,  to  take  effect  January  1,  1904,  and  that 
he  had  accepted  a  call  to  St.  John's  Walhalla,  and  would  enter  upon  his 
work  there  January  1,  1904. 

Supplies. 

February  3,  1903,  I  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  John  G.  Maynard,  Fort 
Motte,  asking  permission  to  get  Rev.  P.  D.  Risinger  as  supply  for  St. 
Mark's  until  meeting  of  Synod.  Permission  was  granted,  and  Rev. 
Risinger  entered  upon  his  duties  the  second  Sunday  in  March. 

February  24,  1903,  I  received  a  request  from  Union  Pastorate,  asking 
permission  to  let  each  church  secure  a  supply  until  they  could  secure  a 
Pastor.  Permission  was  granted,  and  on  March  11,  Rev.  J.  Austin  in- 
formed me  that  he  would  supply  Mt.  Hebron.  In  response  to  a  request 
from  the  Executive  Committee,  Rev.  P.  H.  E.  Derrick  has  been  supply- 
ing Mt.  Pilgrim.  Rev.  L.  P.  Boland  has  supplied  Mt.  Calvary  until  this 
meeting  of  Synod. 

May  5,  1903,  upon  request,  Rev.  Jas.  D.  Kinard  has  supplied  the 
Johnston  Mission,  until  this  meeting  of  Synod. 

June  8,  1903,  A.  J.  Bowers,  D.  D.,  informed  me  that  he  was  supplying 
St.  Luke's. 
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June  25,  1903,  Mr.  Carl  Schaeffer,  one  of  our  theological  students,  in- 
formed'me  that  he  would  supply  St.  James,  Sumter,  for  one  month. 
After  this,  Mr.  J.  B.  Derrick,  another  of  our  theological  students,  in- 
formed me  that  he  would  supply  them  for  two  months.  On  August  16th 
I  conducted  Communion  service  for  their  people. 

New  Congregations. 

July~28,  1903,  Rev.  Jas.  D.  Kinard  organized  a  new  congregation  at 
Johnston,*S.  C,  under  the  name  of  St.  John's.  This  congregation  will 
ask  for  admission,  and  to  be  placed  in  a  Pastorate  with  Mt.  Calvary. 
They  also  ask  for  aid,  to  the  amount  of  $200.00,  in  securing  a  pastor.  I 
recommend  that  their  petitions  be  granted.  Rev.  D.  B.  Groseclose> 
organized  a  new  congregation  at  Saluda,  under  the  name  of  Mt.  Pleasant. 
They  ask  for  admission  into  Synod,  and  to  be  made  a  part  of  the  St. 
Mark's  Pastorate,  for  the  present.  They  also  ask  that  Synod  aid  them 
in  the  erection  of  a  house  of  worship  on  their  beautiful  lot,  overlooking 
the  town.    I  recommend  that  their  petitions  be  granted. 

Dedication. 

June  28,  1903,  Mayer  Memorial,  a  neat  and  comfortable  church,  erected 
by  Dr.  O.  B.  Mayer,  in  memory  of  his  sainted  father.  The  services  were 
conducted  by  the  Pastor,  Rev.  J.  J.  Long,  Rev.  W.  L.  Seabrook  and  the 
President  of  Synod. 

Newberry  College. 

This  institution,  so  dear  to  all  our  hearts,  is  in  a  flourishing  condition, 
having  the  fullest  opening  in  its  history.  It  is  with  feeling  of  profound 
regret,  that  I  record  the  resignation  of  her  most  worthy  President,  Dr. 
George  B.  Cromer,  and  of  his  retirement  from  this  work  at  the  close  of 
the  present  session.  The  new  building,  authorized  by  this  body  one  year 
ago,  is  under  contract,  and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  early  in  1904. 
The  building  will  be  commodious,  convenient  and  comfortable,  an  orna- 
ment to  the  campus  and  a  monument  to  the  zeal  and  interest  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  the  cause  of  Christian  education. 

Theological  Seminary, 

At  one  time  intimately  connected  with  our  College,  we  cannot  mention 
the  one,  without  thinking  of  the  other.  Now  that  they  each  occupy  a 
home  of  their  own,  we  can  but  rejoice  at  their  success  and  prosperity. 
Whilst  we  regret  the  loss  of  Prof.  Morehead  from  the  Faculty,  we  con- 
gratulate the  church  upon  securing  Dr.  Voigt  as  his  successor. 

Conference  Reports. 

Reports  from  the  Orangeburg,  Central  and  Newberry  Conferences  have 
been  received  and  are  held  for  reference  to  the  proper  committee. 

Miscellaneous. 

February  9,  1903,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Children's  Missionary  Societies, 
having  accepted  work  outside  of  our  Synod,  I  appointed  Rev.  W.  H. 
Greever  to  this  office. 

October  13,  1903,  Rev.  M.  G.  G.  Scherer,  D.  D.,  notified  me  that  it 
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was  likely  that  neither  he  nor  Rev.  H.  A.  McCullough  would  attend 
Synod.  I  therefore  appointed  Rev.  J.  A.  B.  Scherer,  Ph.D.,  to  deliver 
the  address  on  Christian  Education. 

The  United  Synod  of  the  South  will  convene  in  New  Market,  Va.,  in 
July  1904.    It  will  become  your  duty  to  elect  delegates  to  the  same. 

Lack  of  Ministers. 

We  can  only  fill  a  vacancy  by  making  a  vacancy.  In  view  of  this  fact, 
I  would  recommend  that  all  our  pastors  devote  at  least  one  service  in 
each  of  our  congregations,  to  the  subject  of  the  Christian  Ministry,  and 
that  special  prayer  be  offered,  asking  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  that 
he  would  send  more  laborers  into  His  vineyard. 

The  unusual  number  of  resignations  this  year  is  to  be  regretted,  and 
should  cause  us  to  enquire  into  the  cause  of  this  unrest.  Is  the  fault  with 
the  ministry  or  with  the  congregations  ?  And  how  can  we  remedy  this 
growing  evil,  which  can  only  result  in  harm  to  our  Church. 

The  unmarked  grave  in  the  cemetery  at  Prosperity,  S.  C,  of  the  late 
Rev.  J.  H  wkins,  D.  D.,  who  was  so  eminent  in  earnest,  consecrated 
service  to  the  chureh  and  her  institutions,  deserves  our  attention.  There- 
fore I  would  recommend  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  secure 
funds,  and  erect  a  monument  at  his  grave,  and  report  at  our  next  regular 
meeting. 

At  our  last  Convention,  the  usual  compensation  was  not  voted  our 
Secretary,  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  be  instructed 
to  pay  him. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  all  the  work  carried  on  during  the  past  year, 
by  Synod,  on  a  strictly  cash  basis. 

In  returning  the  trust  committed  to  my  hands,  I  wish  to  express  my 
appreciation  of  the  honor  shown,  and  my  gratitude  for  the  confidence 
and  co-operation  that  I  have  received  from  you.  May  the  blessing  of  the 
Triune  God  attend  your  deliberations;  and  may  they  be  conducted  in  the 
spirit  of  true  brotherly  love  and  Christian  unity,  to  the  glory  of  His 
grace  who  hath  called  us  into  His  Kingdom,  and  made  us  workers  to- 
gether with  Him  in  the  diffusion  of  His  glorious  truth.

REPORT  OF  DELEGATE  TO  THE  CENTENNIAL  MEETING  OF 
THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  SYNOD. 

Your  fraternal  delegate  to  the  Centennial  meeting  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Synod  would  report  his  duty  discharged.  The  meeting  was  held  in 
Salisbury,  N.  C,  last  May  and  was  largely  attended.  All  the  Southern 
Synods  were  represented  in  this  family  reunion  with  the  aged  mother. 
The  North  Carolina  Synod  asked  me  to  bring  to  you  her  greetings  and 
promised  to  attend  our  centennial  celebration  in  1924.

At  the  conclusion  of  the  reading  of  this  report,  the  state- 
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ment  was  made  that  an  expense  of  $12.70  was  connected  with 
this  visit,  with  the  request  for  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  for 
that  amount.

The  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  Memoirs  was 
adopted  by  a  rising  vote: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MEMOIRS. 

Born,  October  22,  1865.  Died,  January  9,  1903. 

THE  REV.  KARL,  L.  J.  BOLDT. 

Karl  Ludwig  Johannes  Boldt  was  born  October  22,  1865,  at  Kroeplin, 
Mecklenburg,  Germany.  He  received  his  early  education  in  his  native 
land.  He  came  to  America  in  1887,  and  entered  Concordia  College  at 
St.  Louis.  His  ordination  to  the  ministry  took  place  at  Red  Hook, 
N.  Y.,  in  1890.  The  scenes  of  his  ministerial  labors  were:  Buffalo,  N.  Y.y 
Bridgeton,  N.  J.,  Charleston,  S.  C,  (1890-1893),  Wilmington,  N.  C, 
and  again  Charleston,  S.  C,  (from  1898),  where  he  remained  as  the 
pastor  of  St.  Johannes  Church  until  his  lamented  death. 

In  October,  1898,  Pastor  Boldt  was  elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors  an 
instructor  in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Mt.  Pleasant.  He  continued 
in  this  position  until  his  death.  His  colleagues  in  the  faculty  and  the 
students  who  sat  under  his  teaching  have  borne  to  him  this  testi- 
mony:  "  In  the  relations  which  he  has  sustained  .  .  .  he  has  ever 
borne  himself  as  becomes  the  Gospel,  which  he  unreservedly  expounded 
and  authoritatively  preached.  As  yoke  fellow  laboring  in  the  high 
cause  of  ministerial  education,  he  has  had  the  loftiest  aims,  and  has  ever 
shown  himself  to  be  possessed  of  the  qualities  of  a  true  Christian  gentle- 
man. He  has  brought  to  his  task  as  a  teacher  of  theology  a  varied  and 
profound  scholarship,  and  an  unfaltering,  uncompromising  adherence  to 
the  truth  of  God's  word  as  set  forth  in  the  Confessions  of  our  Church. 
He  has  discharged  his  duties  with  a  fidelity  and  thoroughness  which 
have  both  won  for  him  the  admiration  of  us  all,  and  proved  a  source  of 
inspiration  to  us  in  our  endeavors  to  reach  the  highest  success  in  the 
performance  of  our  respective  tasks.  The  Christian  virtues  which 
adorned  his  life — modesty,  humility,  faithfulness, steadfastness — have 
left  an  impress  upon  our  minds  that  time  cannot  efface. ' ' 

The  death  of  Pastor  Boldt  was  due  to  a  surgical  operation.  His  funeral 
took  place  on  Sunday,  January  11,  1903,  from  St.  Johannes  Church,  the 
interment  being  made  in  Bethany  Cemetery.  The  services  were  con- 
ducted by  the  Lutheran  pastors  of  Charleston  and  the  professors  of  the 
Theological  Seminary.  A  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  More- 
head,  who  chose  as  his  text,  John  8:12,  the  words  with  which  Pastor 
Boldt  comforted  himself  in  his  last  conscious  moments. 

One  who  was  intimately  associated  with  him  has  written  thus  of  him 
is  a  scholar  and  preacher  :  "  He  knew  how  to  approach  a  subject  and 
naster  it.    .    .    .    He  had  a  sympathetic  knowledge  of  our  Lutheran 
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faith  and  of  the  genius  of  our  Church.  .  .  .  His  sermons  were 
thorough,  simple,  faithful,  true,  and  with  authority.  .  .  .  There 
nerer  was  a  preacher  of  God's  word  who  derived  more  profit  from  the 
truth  he  preached.  Searching  the  word  given  in  familiar  Epistles  and 
Gospels,  he  applied  its  truth  to  himself,  and  his  sermons  were  so  good, 
because  he  gave  to  his  people  what  had  first  proved  itself  in  his  own 
conscience  and  life." 

His  family,  his  congregation — these  deserve  our  sympathy.  But  as 
for  him — his  life  was  so  fruitful  and  his  ministry  so  rounded  every  day 
and  week,  that  we  have  no  right  to  ask  more  of  it,  but  should  thank  God 
for  what  he  gave  us  and  rejoice  that  our  brother  is  ever  with  the  Lord.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

1 .  The  President  makes  suitable  reference  to  the  blessing  of  God  with 
which  our  labors  have  been  crowned  during  the  past  Synodical  year,  and 
invokes  divine  wisdom  that  we  may  rightly  legislate  for  the  further  ad- 
vancement of  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

2.  The  death  of  our  beloved  brother,  Rev  Karl  Boldt,  is  duly  noted, 
and  provision  made  for  a  tribute  to  his  memory. 

3.  The  faithful  exhibit  of  the  official  acts  of  our  President  bears  testi- 
mony to  his  careful  oversight  of  the  interests  of  the  Synod,  and  to  the 
efficiency  and  zeal  with  which  he  has  discharged  the  duties  of  his  office. 

4.  We  rejoice  with  him  in  the  prosperity  of  Newberry  College,  and  in 
the  pleasing  fact  that  a  new  building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  early 
in  1904,  a  monument  to  the  loyalty  and  zeal  of  our  people,  but  we  deeply 
deplore  the  retirement  of  Dr  Geo.  B.  Cromer  from  the  presidency  of  that 
institution . 

5  He  reminds  us  of  the  duty  of  electing  delegates  at  this  convention 
to  represent  us  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  United  Synod. 

Recommendations. 

1  With  him,  we  regret  our  lack  of  ministers  to  fill  the  vacancies  con- 
stantly occurring,  and  heartily  endorse  the  suggestion  that  our  pastors 
devote  at  least  one  service  every  year,  in  each  congregation,  to  the  sub- 
ject of  the  Christian  Ministry,  praying  God  to  send  more  laborers  into 
his  vineyard 

2  In  response  to  his  reference  to  the  unmarked  grave  of  the  Rev.  J. 
Hawkins,  D  D  ,  we  recommend  that  an  effort  be  made  to  raise  sufficient 
funds  to  found  a  scholarship  in  Newberry  College  to  be  known  as  "The 
Hawkins'  Scholarship,"  and  also  that  any  efforts  now  making  or  to  be 
made  to  place  a  monument  over  his  grave  receive  the  substantial  sym- 
pathy of  this  Synod. 

3  We  recommend  the  adoption  of  his  suggestion  that  the  usual  com- 
pensation be  made  the  Secretary  of  Synod  for  services  rendered  last 
year 

4.  We  recommend  that  the  official  acts  of  the  President  be  approved, 
and  that  we  commend  his  faithfulness  and  zeal  in  the  prosecution  of  the 
work  entrusted  to  him.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  AND  ADVISORY 
BOARD  OF  HOME  MISSIONS. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  held  its  first  meeting  November  4th,  1902, 
at  Newberry  and  organized  by  the  election  of  Rev.  W.  L.  Seabrook, 
Chairman,  and  Mr.  W.  P.  Houseal,  Secretary,  with  Mr.  A.  H.  Kohn, 
Treasurer  ex-officio. 

2.  In  harmony  with  the  recommendation  of  Synod  that  appropriations 
be  reduced  wherever  practicable,  and  for  the  further  reason  that  such 
reduction  was  made  necessary  by  the  inadequacy  of  former  appropria- 
tions, the  following  amounts  were  fixed: 

Augusta  Mission  $18000 

Graniteville  Mission   18000 

Mayer  Memorial  Mission   18000 

A  resolution  was  passed  urging  these  congregations  to  increase  their 
payments  on  salary  so  that  pastors  might  not  suffer  by  these  reductions. 
The  Augusta  pastorate  has  made  up  the  difference  in  whole  and  the 
Mayer  Memorial  in  part. 

3.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Spartanburg  and  Greenwood  congrega- 
tions had  been  regularly  organized  by  Rev.  S.  T.  Hallman,  D.  D  , 
Travelling  Missionary,  these  congregations  tacitly  waiving  their  privilege 
of  calling  a  pastor,  the  Executive  Committee  appointed  Dr.  Hallman 
Missionary  Pastor  of  these  congregations,  to  serve  until  this  convention 
of  Synod. 

The  salary  was  fixed  at  $800.00,  of  which  amount  the  committee 
promised  to  pay  the  sum  of  $400x0,  while  the  congregations  were  re- 
quested each  to  pay  the  sum  of  $200  00.  It  was  found  that  this  request 
could  not  be  complied  with  and  the  committee's  appropriation  was  increased 
to  $600  00  and  the  sum  to  be  raised  by  each  congregation  was  decreased 
to  $100.00.  The  committee  has  paid  the  pastor  $600.00,  the  Spartanburg 
congregation  has  paid  $60  00  and  the  Greenwood  congregation  $60.00. 
The  enrolled  membership  at  Spartanburg  is  25  and  at  Greenwood  16. 
In  both  communities  are  Lutherans  who  are  not  inclined  to  unite  with 
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the  congregations  until  success  is  fully  assured.  Faithful  work  has  been 
done  by  the  pastor  at  both  points,  but  at  both,  if  that  success  is  to  be  at- 
tained, church  buildings  must  be  secured  as  soon  as  possible. 

4.  Rev.  H.  C.  Grossman  was  called  as  the  missionary  pastor  of  the  Co- 
lumbia Mill  District.  His  salary  was  fixed  at  $600.00,  of  which  at  least 
$200.00  was  to  be  raised  by  the  congregation,  the  Executive  Committee 
pledging  the  sum  of  $400.00,  or  so  much  thereof  as  might  be  necessary. 
Mr.  Grossman  took  charge  January  1st,  and  has  received  from  the  com- 
mittee $333.30.  There  has  been  nothing  paid  by  the  congregation.  The 
missionary  and  his  wife  have  given  faithful  service,  doing  distinctively 
missionary  work.  It  has  been  impossible  to  effect  organization  and  the 
work  is  yet  in  the  experimental  stage. 

Mr  A.  H.  Kohn  was  appointed  to  solicit  subscriptions  that  the  sum 
necessary  to  take  advantage  of  the  Olympia  Mills  offer  might  be  secured. 
He  has  obtained  in  cash  and  subscriptions  $1,140  50,  which  with  the  sum 
expected  to  be  realized  from  the  sale  of  the  Aiken  lot  should  give  in  hand 
about  $1,640.00,  leaving  yet  to  be  raised  about  $860.00. 

5.  The  committee  appropriated  toward  the  support  of  a  pastor  of  the 
Sumter  and  Florence  Pastorate  for  the  synodical  year  the  sum  of  $100.00. 
This  pastorate  has  been  vacant  since  January  1st,  and  during  part  of  the 
time  Sumter  has  been  supplied  by  students  from  the  Seminary. 

6.  The  committee  appropriated  the  sum  of  $100  00  toward  the  support 
for  the  year  of  a  pastor  for  the  congregation  at  Orangeburg  and  Fort 
Motte,  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  congregation  at  Fort  Motte  failed 
to  enter  into  the  proposed  arrangement,  preferring  to  be  supplied  by  the 
pastor  of  Pine  Grove,  the  aid  was  given  to  Orangeburg  alone,  it  having 
secured  Rev.  J.  P.  Miller  as  pastor. 

7.  By  reason  of  the  fact  that  in  some  of  the  pastorates  there  were  vacan- 
cies during  part  of  the  synodical  year,  only  a  part  of  the  money  appro- 
priated was  expended.

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Dear  BrEATHren: — During  the  Orphan  year,  ending  June  i,  there 
were  in  the  support  of  the  Home  an  average  of  forty  children.  These 
were  supported  at  an  average  cost  of  eighty  dollars  a  year,  which  is  be- 
low the  cost  in  most  similar  institutions. 

The  support  of  jthe  Home  has  been  very  encouraging.  Your  Synod 
has  given  in  cash  and  gifts  in  kind  a  total  of  $618.00.  For  this  we  are 
very  thankful. 

We  now  have  in  the  Home  fifty- two  children,  and  are  expecting  more 
in  a  few  days.  This  will  necessitate  our  calling  upon  the  Church  for  an 
increase  in  the  support  of  the  Home,  and  we  believe  that  this  will  be 
done.  We  are  now  greatly  in  need  of  clothing  for  our  children's  winter 
wear.

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Resolved,  That  the  amount  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Children's  Missionary  Societies,  except  #50  for  the  church  at  Saluda, 
S.  C,  be  turned  over  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  Synod. 

This  was  received  and  adopted: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  STATE  OF  RELIGION. 

We  report  with  great  satisfaction  that  the  general  condition  of  our 
Churches  seems  better  this  year  than  ever  before. 

1.  '  Activity  in  Christian  work  is  manifest  in  every  direction.  We  note 
with  special  pleasure  the  increased  activity  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Societies  and  the  extension  of  the  Children's  Societies.  We  are  also 
pleased  with  the  support  given  to  our  local  work,  but  desire  to  empha- 
size our  duty  towards  these  important  mission  points. 

2.  Attendance  on  services  seems  to  be  uniformly  good,  many  pastors 
reporting  a  decided  increase.  We  rejoice  that  the  reported  emptiness  of 
pews,  of  which  we  see  so  much  in  the  newspapers,  does  not  seem  to  be 
true  of  our  Church. 

3.  Benevolence  is  increasing.  We  note  with  especial  pleasure  that 
there  is  a  more  general  response  to  the  full  claims  of  the  Synod  in  the 
matter  of  apportionments.  Several  congregations  have  willingly  increased 
the  amount  of  their  contributions, 

4.  Sunday  Schools  are  active.  An  increasing  number  of  country 
schools  report  that  exercises  are  held  on  every  Sunday  in  the  year.  We 
welcome  the  promise  of  a  uniform  series  of  Lutheran  Sunday  School 
helps.  We  endorse  the  work  of  our  Lutheran  Sunday  School  conven- 
tions, and  hope  they  will  be  more  generally  attended. 

5.  Catechization  is  more  generally  observed.  The  pastors  of  large 
country  parishes  are  beset  with  peculiar  difficulties  in  the  prosecution  of 
this  work,  and  are  to  be  commended  for  their  increasing  activity.  It  is 
impossible  to  exaggerate  the  importance  of  catechization. 

6.  Finance  is  managed  with  increasing  watchfulness  and  business 
method.  This  is  a  department  and  church  work  where  the  assistance  of 
laymen  is  absolutely  indispensable,  and  we  are  glad  to  observe  increased 
faithfulness  among  them.  There  is  need  for  business  in  religion  as  well 
as  for  religion  in  business. 

7.  Church  property  is  invariably  reported  as  in  good  condition,  and  in 
numerous  instances  there  have  been  marked  improvements  both  in  the 
church  buildings  and  the  parsonages. 

8.  Education  is  receiving  more  attention  than  in  former  years.  A 
good  proportion  of  the  pastors  report  students  in  our  higher  institutions 
of  learning,  and  all  pay  attention  in  some  manner  to  this  important  sub- 
ject. We  devoutly  hope  that  the  interests  of  Newberry  College  will  not 
suffer  overmuch  by  the  lamentable  resignation  of  her  beloved  president, 
Dr.  Geo.  B.  Cromer. 

9.  Church  literature  is  the  only  item  that  does  not  indicate  advance. 
Synod  has  already  commended  this  subject  to  the  attention  of  our  Con- 
ferences, and  we  renew  the  recommendation. 

The  reports  of  the  lay  delegates  confirm  the  hopeful  outlook  of  the 
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ministers,  and  show  a  most  fraternal  relationship  between  pastors  and 
people.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONFERENCES. 

We  your  Committee  on  Conferences  submit  the  following: 
From  the  information  gathered  from  the  reports  of  the  presiding  offi- 
cers of  the  various  conferences  the  work  in  each  is  commendable. 

1.  The  Newberry  Conference  held  two  meetings  and  a  Sunday  School 
Convention  during  the  past  synodical  year.  All  these  meetings  were 
better  attended  by  the  ministers  and  lay  delegates  than  usually.  The 
discussions  were  instructive  and  profitable.  They  were  participated  in 
by  the  majority  of  the  members  in  attendance  on  these  meetings.  Some 
of  the  ministers  of  this  Conference  are  not  as  regular  in  attendance  as 
they  might  be. 

2.  The  Orangeburg  Conference  held  but  one  meeting,  and  that  {in 
April,  and  a  Sunday  School  Convention.  The  excuse  rendered  for  not 
holding  the  second  meeting  of  this  conference  was  the  want  of  an  invi- 
tation from  the  people.  This  of  course,  was  a  plausible  one.  This  one 
Convention  was  interesting  and  successful.  There  are  in  this  Conference 
some  vacancies  which  it  is  to  be  hoped  will  be  supplied  soon.  We  note 
with  pleasure  that  this  Conference  maintains  a  scholarship  in  Newberry 
College.  We  also  note  that  the  Sunday  School  Conventions  of  this  body 
compiles  a  very  complete  statistical  report  of  Sunday  Schools,  pupils,, 
teachers,  ministers  and  finance  in  general:  Amount  collected  11,768.90. 
Amount  expended  11,567.67.    No  decrease  in  the  number  of  schools. 

3.  The  Central  Conference,  which  meets  in  joint  convention  with  the 
South  Carolina  Conference  of  the  Tennessee  Synod  held  two  meetings 
and  a  Sunday  School  Convention.  This  body  includes  21  pastors,  16 
from  the  South  Carolina  Synod,  and  5  from  the  Tennessee  Synod.  The 
attendance  at  all  these  meetings  was  good,  and  the  discussions  very  in- 
teresting and  instructive.  The  Secretary  of  this  Conference  says:  "If  an 
outsider  were  to  drop  in  upon  these  meetings  he  would  never  suppose 
that  the  members  belonged  to  two  different  synodical  bodies." 

Mission  work  is  done  in  this  Conference  irrespective  of  Synodical 
lines.  Besides  some  home  mission  work,  the  Conference  is  educating  a 
native  helper  in  Japan.    The  wonderful  workings  of  this  Conference  only 
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demonstrate  the  power,  strength  and  success  in  union.  To  this  great 
end  may  every  true  Lutheran  labor.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  NEWBERRY 

COLLEGE. 

The  Board  herewith  submits,  as  ordered  by  Synod,  a  copy  of  the 
annual  report  of  the  President  of  the  College  to  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
also  a  copy  of  his  annual  report  as  Treasurer  of  the  Faculty,  and  a  copy 
of  his  report  as  Treasurer  of  the  Holland  Memorial  Fund  and  the  Clausen 
Gift.  Valuable  and  important  information  is  contained  in  these  reports, 
and  the  same,  as  provided  by  Synod,  will  be  published  in  your  minutes, 
that  the  management  of  the  College  and  the  income  and  expenditure  of 
the  same  may  be  seen  and  examined  by  every  interested  party. 

Dr.  Cromer  informs  us  that  the  current  session  opened  well.  The  en- 
rollment at  present  being  162,  which  is  two  short  of  the  total  enrollment 
of  last  year. 

Prof.  Sligh  was  granted  leave  of  absence  for  one  year  on  account  of  ill 
health,  and  Mr.  O.  B.  Cannon  of  the  Class  of  1897  was  employed  to  fill 
he  chair  of  Mathematics  and  Astronomy  for  that  length  of  time.  Mr. 
Cannon  is  doing  satisfactory  work. 

This  Body  is  asked  to  make  the  following  appropriations  for  in- 
surance:

On  account  of  having  to  use  the  Holland  Memorial  Fund  for  building 
purposes,  the  Synod  is  asked  to  appropriate  not  less  than  $200.00  for 
current  expenses.  This  is  the  first  time  in  several  years  that  such  a  re- 
quest has  been  made  for  such  a  purpose. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Standing  Committee  of  this  Board  will  make  a 
full  report  to  Synod  of  the  new  building  now  in  process  of  erection,  and 
the  same  should  be  made  a  part  of  this  report,  and  printed  in  connection 
therewith. 

Dr.  Cromer  in  concluding  a  letter  to  the  President  of  the  Board  uses 
the  following  language  to  which  we  invite  the  careful  attention  of  all 
pastors:  "I  cannot  emphasize  too  often  and  too  strongly  that  what  this 
College  needs  most  of  all  is  the  active  and  hearty  co-operation  of  all  our 
pastors.  With  such  a  co-operation  the  College  would  prosper  as  it 
never  has. ' ' 

The  Board  feels  disposed  to  ask,  "Does  Newberry  College  receive  the 
active  and  hearty  co-operation  of  all  our  pastors?"  For  instance,  has 
every  pastor  entered  heartily  into  the  plan  adopted  by  Synod  a  few  years 
ago  to  add  to  the  endowment  fund  of  the  College  ?  This  plan  has  one 
great  advantage  over  others,  it  brings  this  matter  within  the  easy  reach 
of  every  member  of  the  church,  and  while  it  would  not  rapidly  add  to 
the  fund,  it  would  by  and  by  accomplish  that  which  every  true  friend 
of  the  college  so  heartily  desires  to  see  consummated,  viz.,  the  proper  en- 
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downient  of  the  College. 

It  is  well  known  to  the  Church  that  Dr.  Cromer,  who  has  so  faithfully 
and  successfully  served  as  President  of  the  College  for  eight  years  has 
for  good  and  valid  reasons  resigned  that  position,  the  resignation  to 
take  effect  in  July  1904. 

Dr.  Cromer  is  as  true  a  friend  of  the  College  as  lives,  and  that  institu- 
tion for  which  he  has  sacrificed  and  done  so  much  will  ever  find  a  warm 
place  in  his  heart,  and  his  influence  will  ever  be  used  for  her  welfare. 
Thus  amid  our  rejoicings  over  the  growth  and  increased  prosperity  of 
our  College  comes  to  us  a  feeling  of  misgiving  in  regard  to  its  future 
usefulness  which  saddens  the  heart  and  disturbs  the  mind  of  every  true 
and  loyal  son  and  daughter  of  the  institution.  But  we  should  not  forget 
but  remember  with  gratitude  and  an  increased  confidence,  that  a  good 
God  has  in  the  past  history  of  the  College  brought  us  safely  through 
greater  difficulties  and  darker  days  than  those  we  now  stand  face  to  face 
with,  and  that  this  same  God  is  our  God  forever  and  ever.  In  Him  we 
trust.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Newberry  College 

Gentlemen:  At  a  meeting  of  your  Standing  Committee,  on  the  9th  of 
November,  the  undersigned  were  appointed  a  committee  to  make  a  re- 
port to  your  body  on  the  subject  of  the  new  recitation  hall,  now  in  pro- 
cess of  erection,  in  order  that  the  information  may  accompany  your  re- 
port to  Synod. 

1.  The  Standing  Committee,  having  received  from  you  full  authority 
to  have  the  building  erected,  employed  architect  Frank  P.  Milburn  to 
prepare  plans  and  specifications  of  a  building,  to  cost  not  more  than 
$16  ,000  Bids  were  advertised  for,  and  on  the  16th  of  June,  1903,  the 
contract  was  let  to  the  lowest  bidder,  George  W  Waring,  of  Columbia, 
at  lI8,953«  An  advance  in  the  prices  of  building  material  and  supplies 
had  made  it  impossible  for  the  committee  to  erect  a  suitable  building 
without  going  beyond  the  amount  originally  suggested  to  the  architect. 
The  contract  price  has  been  increased  somewhat  by  necessary  alterations, 
so  that  the  total  cost  of  the  building,  including  architect's  fees,  but  not 
including  furniture  or  heating,  will  be,  in  round  numbers,  $20,000. 

2.  The  building  will  contain  on  the  first  floor,  college  offices  and  seven 
recitation  rooms,  each  27  by  31  feet;  and  on  the  second  floor,  an  audito- 
rium and  two  society  halls  It  will  be  admirably  adapted  to  the 
purposes  for  which  it  is  intended.  The  contractor  gave  a  bond 
in  the  sum  of  $10,000  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  contract.  The 
brick  work  is  nearing  completion,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  building 
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will  be  finished  early  next  year,  January  ist  being  the  time  fixed  by  the 
contract. 

3.  The  president  of  the  college,  who  was  appointed  by  the  Standing 
Committee  to  make  a  canvass  for  money  for  the  building,  reports 
that  the  total  amount  of  contributions  and  subscriptions  is  $8, 216.00. 
Some  of  the  subscriptions  are  payable  in  installments  that  mature  in  one, 
two,  three,  and  four  years.  Synod  has  authorized  the  committee  to 
borrow  the  Holland  Memorial  Fund  of  $10,000,  but  this  will  not  be  suffi- 
cient to  pay  the  contractor  when  he  has  completed  his  work.  The  Stand- 
ing Committee  recommends  that  you  ask  Synod  to  authorize  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  to  borrow  such  additional  amount  as  may  be  necessary  to 
settle  with  the  contractor.

Report  of  President  of  Faculty. 

(BOARD  MEETING  JUNE  8,  3:30,  IN  CHAPEL.) 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Newberry  College. 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the 
President  of  the  Faculty  for  the  College  year  ending  June  10,  1903. 

1.  It  is  my  sad  duty  to  remind  you  officially  of  the  heavy  loss  suffered 
by  the  college  since  your  last  annual  meeting,  in  the  death  of  Capt. 
George  D.  Rast,  July  3,  1902,  and  Col.  Thomas  W.  Holloway  January 
20,  1903.  They  had  served  long  and  faithfully  on  this  board,  the  mem- 
bership of  Col.  Holloway  dating  back  to  1873,  and  that  of  Capt.  Rast 
to  1884. 

2.  The  enrolment  of  students  for  the  session  is  as  follows: 


Graduate  students   15 

Seniors   22 

Juniors   31 

Sophomores   35 

Freshmen   28 — 116 

Senior  Preparatory   23 

Junior  Preparatory   10 —  33 

Total  enrolment   164 


The  conduct  and  diligence  of  the  students  have  for  the  most  part  been 
commendable.  And,  with  the  exception  of  several  cases  of  fever  early 
in  the  session  and  an  epidemic  of  mumps  during  the  second  term,  tht 
general  health  of  the  students  has  been  good.  David  Wesley  Wertz,  a 
member  of  the  Junior  class,  and  an  excellent  young  man,  withdrew  from 
college  November  15,  on  account  of  sickness,  and  died  at  his  home  in 
Orangeburg  County,  December  13,  1902. 

3.  The  members  of  the  Senior  class  are  recommended  for  graduation 
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with  degrees  as  follows: 

The  degree  of  "Bachelor  of  'Arts— John  ^William  Balleutine,  Luther 
Alonzo  Black,  Fletcher  Guy  Crout,£David;Smith  Haltiwanger,  Gerald 
Culbreath  Merchant,  Ivan  Christopher  Sease,  Joseph  Haskell  Shealy, 
Gilbert  Paul  Voigt,  Joseph  Vernal  Ephriam  Wiles,  Allen  Birge  Wise, 
Burr  Thaddeus  Wise,  and  Ralph  Howard  Wise. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science— Marvin  Eugene  Abrams,  David 
Andrew  Bpting,  Perry  Fant  Gilder,  Conrad  Hartz,  Albert  Vallentine 
Roesel,  George  Clark  Swittenberg,  and  Eva  Teague. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy— Marguerite  Cromer,  Vera  Ger- 
trude Houseal,  and  Harriet  Elizabeth  Schumpert. 

Michael  Pickens  Lindler,  of  the  class  of  1902,  having  made  up  the 
work  in  which  he  was  deficient,  is  recommended  for  the  degree  of  Bache- 
lor of  Arts. 

The  highest  honors  of  the  class  have  been  awarded  to  Marvin  Eugene 
Abrams,  Gerald  Culbreath  Merchant,  and  Gilbert  Paul  Voigt,  without 
distinction  among  them. 

4.  The  Faculty  employed  James  M.  Johnson,  a  graduate  student,  to 
render  assistance  in  the  laboratory  for  four  months  of  the  session,  and 
paid  him  $10  a  month.  This  service  was  required  for  the  reason  that 
Prof.  Powell  is  often  engaged  in  teaching  one  class  in  his  recitation  room 
while  members  of  another  class  have  work  in  the  laboratory. 

5.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Faculty,  giving  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  receipts  and  disbursements,  will  accompany  the  report  of  the 
Standing  Committee.  Collections  have  been  good;  salaries  have  been 
paid  monthly;  and  I  do  not  think  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  borrow  any 
money  to  enable  the  Treasurer  to  settle  all  claims  in  full.  It  would  be 
well,  however,  to  pass  the  usual  resolution  authorizing  the  Treasurer  to 
borrow  such  sum  as  may  be  necessary. 

6.  The  college  buildings  are  in  fair  condition;  but  it  will  soon  be 
necessary  to  repaint  the  roofs  of  the  main  building  and  the  Keller  build- 
ing, and  to  reshingle  the  three  professors'  houses.  This  matter  already 
has  the  attention  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

New  desks  are  badly  needed  in  the  Preparatory  Department,  and  it  is 
recommended  that  you  authorize  the  purchase  of  desks  for  30  pupils. 

7.  Looking  to  better  sanitation,  it  would  be  well  for  you  to  authorize 
the  Standing  Committee  to  investigate  the  cost  and  feasibility  of  pro- 
viding a  lavatory  and  closets  for  the  use  of  the  students.  The  students 
have  artesian  water  for  drinking  purposes,  in  the  college  building  and  at 
the  boarding  hall,  but  the  sewerage  system  of  the  town  does  not  come 
near  enough  to  the  college  to  be  available. 

8.  On  the  3d  of  January,  1903,  the  Standing4Committee,  acting  under 
authority  from  Synod,  instructed  me  to  act  as  financial  agent,  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  money  for  a  new  building.  I  was  empowered  to  make 
suitable  arrangements  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  my  chair,  and  Prof. 
Sligh  was  authorized  to  act  as  President  of  the  college  during  my  ab- 
sence. Profs.  Bowers  and  Sligh  did  part  of  my  work,  and  I  was  fortu- 
nate enough  to  secure  the  services  of  the  Rev.  W.  L.  Seabrook  8  hours  a 
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week,  thus  providing  a  satisfactory  supply  in  my  absence. 

The  work  of  the  agency  was  prosecuted  actively  during  the  months  of 
February  and  March  and  it  will  be  resumed  later  in  the  year.  After  an 
incomplete  canvass  of  only  a  part  of  our  territory,  the  amount  of  cash 
and  subscriptions  for  the  new  building,  including  the  Claussen  gift  of 
$1,000,  is  a  little  short  of  $8,000. 

The  Standing  Committee  has  secured  from  architect  Frank  P.  Milburn 
plans  and  specifications  for  a  building,  to  contain  college  offices  and  7 
recitation  rooms  on  the  first  floor  and  an  auditorium  and  two  society 
halls  on  the  second  floor.  Bids  for  the  construction  of  the  building  have 
been  advertised  for,  to  be  presented  by  the  1st  of  June.  This  matter  will 
be  reported  more  definitely  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  fact  that  a  new  building  is  assured,  that  will  enable  the  Faculty  to 
do  effective  and  satisfactory  work,  with  greater  comfort,  is  encouraging 
and  stimulating;  and  the  moral  effect  of  this  movement  for  better  equip- 
ment will  prove  of  incalculable  benefit  to  the  college.

MINUTES  OF 


STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 


1.  1902,  p.  18. — Mortgage  of  St.  Paul's  Church: 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  contributed  annually  by  the  St.  Paul's  Church 
to  the  Synodical  Treasury  be  applied  to  the  extinction  of  their  mortgage 
of  $1,000,  Synod  meanwhile  obligating  itself  for  the  interest  on  the  same. 

2.  1902,  p.  23. — Amendment  to  the  Constitution: 

By  motion,  Chapter  XI,  Article  4,  of  the  Constitution  was  changed  so 
as  to  read:  "Provided  the  President  is  satisfied,  after  proper  investiga- 
tion, that  he  will  faithfully  hold  and  teach  the  doctrines  of  God's  Word, 
according  to  the  Confessions  of  our  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church." 

3.  1902,  p.  37. — Lutheran  Altars  for  Lutheran  Communi- 
cants: 

Whereas,  Neither  the  United  Synod  of  the  South  nor  the  South 
Carolina  Synod  has  ever  subscribed  to  the  doctrine  "Lutheran  Altars  for 
Lutheran  Communicants,"  commonly  called  close  communion,  therefore 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  looks  with  disfavor  upon  any  and  all  efforts 
looking  to  the  enforcement  of  this  doctrine  within  her  bounds. 

Resolved,  It  is  the  sense  of  this  Synod  that  the  adequate  communion 
service  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  is  that  contained  in  the 
Common  Service. 

4.  1902,  p.  41. — Order  for  Printing  Standing  Resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  all  standing  resolutions,  hereaft;r  adopted  by  this 
Synod,  be  printed  from  year  to  year  as  an  appendix  to  the  Minutes.

Now  is  our  opportunity,  with  one  voice,  to  express  our  gratitude  to 
Mrs.  M.  O.  J.  Kreps  for  all  her  planning,  gathering  and  originating  in 
this  line  of  our  work;  to  Mrs.  N.  F.  Morehead  for  those  excellent  studies 
on  Missions,  which  we  hope  to  see  continued;  and  to  Mrs.  J.  Q.  Wertz 
for  her  hearty  co-operation.  We  give  a  warm  vote  of  thanks  to  our  Mis- 
sionaries, who  have  been  especially  generous  this  last  year  in  their  letters 
for  our  Missionary  columns. 

To  all  of  these  workers  we  wish  more  and  more  of  the  joy  of  Kepler,, 
the  great  astronomer,  who,  looking  into  the  heavens  in  wonderful  dis- 
covery, said,  "O  God,  I  think  Thy  thoughts  after  Thee  " 

Children's  Societies 

We  regret  the  absence  of  our  children's  secretary,  she  has  entered  on 
her  work  with  energy  and  sends  her  report.  So  we  will  hear  from  the 
children  this  year  and  brightly  they  will  speak  for  themselves  ia  their 
reports  and  their  offerings.

Literature. 

Since  we  last  met,  our  Executive  Committee  has  had  printed  a  supply 
of  Constitutions  for  local  societies,  both  for  the  Women's  Home  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Societies  and  for  the  Children's  Societies. 

We  have  also  made  a  new  venture  this  year  in  having  some  missionary 
services  printed  for  circulation.  We  must  bring  all  our  forces  to  the 
front  in  this  missionary  campaign. 

I  trust  the  appropriation  to  the  Literature  Committee  will  continue 
to  be  liberal. 

I  recommend  that  the  matter  of  envelopes  for  the  Week  of  Prayer 
be  entrusted  to  the  Executive  Committee  with  power  to  act 

Finances. 

Thank  God  for  the  trophies  won  through  his  love  last  year,  in  raising 
over  $1100,  we  exceeded  any  offering  in  past  years.  Great  was  our 
mutual  joy. 

Hand  in  hand  with  joy  shall  go  her  twin-sister  inspiration.  A  good 
past  points  to  a  better  future  I  recommend  this  year  the  appropriation 
of  $450,  to  Foreign  Missions  and  $450,  to  Home  Missions,  increasing  our 
appropriation  to  each  fund  by  $100. 

I  recommend  also  that  we  raise  our  standard  for  yearly  offerings  to 
$1500.00  and  keep  our  eyes  lifted  to  our  flag  of  hope  until  we  attain. 
God  speed  the  day!

The  Convention  of  1903  had  an  unusual  treat  in  the  presence  of  our 
missisnaries  Dr.  and  Mrs  Peery  of  Japan.  We  rejoice  in  the  breadth  and 
depth  of  the  work  which  they  have  done  since  their  home-coming  We 
thank  God  for  all  they  have  been  to  our  mission  in  Japan,  and  we  unite 
our  hearts  in  earnest  prayer  to  God  that  He  guide  them  ever,  and  bless 
them  more  and  more  until  they  know  the  full  joy  of  heaven  in  the  midst 
of  a  great  multitude  of  the  redeemed. 

And  now  "forgetting  those  things  which  are  behind,  and  reaching 
forth  unto  those  things  which  are  before"  let  us  "press  toward  the  mark 
for  the  prize  of  the  high  calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus."

Mrs.  J.  Q.  Wertz,  of  the  Synodical  Missionary  Society  of 
North  Carolina  and  co-editor  of  the  Missionary  Department 
of  The  Lutheran  Visitor,  was  warmly  welcomed  and  earnestly 
invited  to  join  with  us  in  all  our  deliberations. 

There  was  request  made  from  three  new  societies  for  ad- 
mission into  this  body,  and,  by  motion,  they  were  most  cor- 
dially received  and  gladly  welcomed.  They  were:  Young 
People's  Auxiliary,  St.  Andrew's,  Charleston,  S.  C;  Young 
People's  Society,  St.  Matthew's,  Augusta,  Ga.;  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Society,  Holy  Trinity,  Little  Mountain,  S.  C. 

The  delegate  from  the  Young  People's  Auxiliary  Society  of 
St.  Andrew's  Church,  Charleston,  S.  C,  Miss  Annie  Meyer, 
read  the  following  paper,  which  was  received: 

REPORT  OF  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  AUXILIARY  SOCIETY, 
CHARLESTON,  S  C. 

The  Young  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  St.  Andrew's  Lutheran  Church, 
Charleston,  responds  gladly  to  the  Convention  call  "Come",  and  though 
our  name  appears  not  on  the  Roll  of  the  Synodical  Society,  we  answer 
"Here". 

Five  years  ago  we  organized  as  an  auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  Home 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  St.  Andrew's  with  an  enrolment  of 
twenty  members;  this  number  has  increased  to  forty-six,  six  of  whom 
are  young  men. 

At  first  no  stipulated  amount  was  required  of  members,  and  a  collection 
was  taken  at  each  meeting,  the  objeat  not  being  to  get  money  but  to  get 
our  young  people  interested  in  missions.  With  an  average  attendance  of 
fourteen  this  plan  was  not  found  to  work  well  and  last  year  we  decided 
to  assess  members  5  cents  a  month,  thinking  that  a  small  amount  given 
regularly  would  be  better  in  the  long  run.  Then  we  changed  again  this 
year  to  50  cents  a  year.    The  amount  handed  over  to  the  W.  H.  &  F.  M. 
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Society  this  year  was  $13.10,  which  amount  includes  clues,  and  Week  of  - 
Prayer  offerings. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  gotten  up  a  Missionary  Budget  called 
"The  Little  Missionary,",  which  consists  of  original  articles,  stories, 
church  news,  etc.  This  paper  is'  type-written  and  is  read  at  meetings 
and  passed  around  among  the  members 

We  generally  give  from  two  to  three  sociables  during  the  year,  ex- 
penses of  which  are  defrayed  by  special  collection  for  same. 

A  musical  club  was  organized  this  year  during  the  summer  months 
which  proved  quite  a  success  and  served  as  a  means  of  keeping  up  the 
interest  during  the  holidays.

On  February  6,  1903,  Rev.  M.  M.  Kinard  reported  five  Churches  in  our 
Synod  as  having  Children's  Missionary  Societies.  These  were  in  the  fol- 
ing  organizations:  Holy  Trinity,  Augusta,  Ga.,  25  members;  Ebenezer, 
Columbia,  44  members;  St  Matthew's,  Augusta,  Ga.,  25  members;  St. 
Paul's  Lutheran  Church,  Columbia,  the  whole  school  a  missionary  so- 
ciety. No.  5  was  not  indicated.  Since  then  a  society  was  organized  in 
Charleston,  S.  C  ,  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  and  reports  have  been  received 
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from  societies  in  Little  Mountain,  73  members  enrolled;  Cameron,  20 
members;  Grace  Church,  Prosperity,  130  members.  This  makes  a  total 
of  nine  societies  reporting  their  work.  I  know  besides  of  the  existence 
of  a  few  other  children's  societies,  but  have  not  obtained  any  official 
records. 

I  regret  very  much  that  my  appeals  to  the  churches  in  the  bounds  of 
our  Synod  have  not  met  with  better  response.  The  work  among  the 
children  is  so  full  of  promise,  so  very  important  and  altogether  so  en- 
joyable, that  it  ought  to  be  cultivated  more  and  more  each  year.
